In  the  second  half,  the  Demons 
recovered  a  Martin  fumble  on 
Tech's  40-yard  line,  and  carried 
the  ball  over,  with  McNew  scoring 
from  the  9-yard  line.  The  try  for 
extra  point  was  missed  as  the 
Demons  moved  out  in  front  12-7. 

Later  in  the  fourth  quarter,  lit- 
tle Larry  Whitt  took  a  Tech  punt 
and  returned  it  from  his  own  30  to 
the  Tech  32.  The  ball  was  worked 
down  to  the  7-yard  line  and  Earl 
Haynes  kicked  a  field  goal,  put- 
ting the  Demons  in  front  by  a 
score  of  15-7. 

The  recently  dubbed  "Cinder- 
ella" team  of  the  Demons  received 
their  first  setback  in  conference 
play  this  season  when  they  fell  be- 
fore the  power  drives  of  the  South- 
eastern Lions  on  the  local  gridiron. 

Stunned  by  three  Lion  touch- 
downs in  the  first  quarter,  the 
Demons  were  unable  to  close  the 
terrific  gap  although  outplaying 
the  Lions  for  the  remainder  of  the 
game. 

The  most  spectacular  run  of  the 
game  was  Red  McNew's  75-yard 
punt  return  for  the  first  score  of 
the  Demons.  Searle  Walton  pro- 
vided the  longest  runs  from  scrim- 
mage for  the  Demons.  His  first 
was  a  41-yard  run  for  a  touch- 
down and  another  run  for  27 
yards. 

Quarterback  Dan  Carr  finished 
the  night's  scoring  with  a  quarter- 
back sneak  from  the  1-yard  line. 
Earl  Haynes  booted  one  conver- 
sion to  complete  the  Demons'  19 
points  for  the  game. 

Southeastern's  four  touchdowns

Bell  on  a  six-yard  crash  through 
the  line,  Don  Marino  on  a  one- 
yard  drive  over  the  goal  line, 
Larry  Troxler  on  a  50-yard  dash 
after  receiving  a  4-yard  pass  from 
Porta,  and  W.  E.  Broussard  on  a 
two-yard  buck. 

Marino  made  three  of  four  at- 
tempts at  conversion  for  the  extra 
points  after  touchdowns. 

Capitalizing  on  one  long  sus- 
tained drive  in  the  first  half,  the 
Demons  took  a  7-point  lead,  which 
was  sufficient  to  win  the  home- 
coming tilt  with  the  Northeast 
Louisiana  State  College  Indians. 

Playing  the  game  on  a  muddy 
field  with  mist  and  showers  con- 
tinuing throughout  the  game, 
neither  team  could  muster  a  scor- 
ing threat  after  the  Demon  lone 
tally  in  the  first  half. 

Holding  a  record  of  four  wins 
and  one  loss  in  conference  compe- 
tition, the  Demons  are  in  a  three- 
way  tie  with  Southeastern  and 
Louisiana  Tech  for  the  Gulf  States 
Conference  lead.  Tech  and  South- 
eastern also  have  a  4-1  record  in 
GSC  play.  The  game  with  South- 
western at  Lafayette  this  week- 
end will  determine  whether  the 
Demons  have  a  definite  slice  of 
the  championship  or  whether  thev 
will  be  relegated  to  second-place 
standing. 

Certainly  the  Demons  have  some 
right  to  be  labeled  the  "Cinder- 
ella" team  after  having  won  no 
conference  games  for  the  preced- 
ing two  years  as  well  as  sporting 
the  unenviable  record  of  1  win  for 
each  of  the  two  previous  seasons.
